When Mrs. Emil Klee's child­ 
ren grew up and left home, she 
had a real problem. Loneliness ov­ 
erwhelmed her. She returned to 
her own younger days, discovered 
a life-long love of birds, and e m ­ 
barked on a project which now 
nets her much pin-money, 
and 
consumes all the minutes 
in 
a 
long day on the Klee 
farm 
at 
Wilson. 
Mrs. Klee, who gives thought 
to her hobby while 
cooking 
for 
her husband and son John, while 
they tend a 160-acre farm and a 
herd of 15 cows, this year is rais­ 
ing JOO bright yellow canaries and 
about 40 parakeet love birds. She 
will have more later, for many 
of the young are now hatching. 
The comely, 
French 
woman, 
who grew up in Bad Axe. Mich., 
near Detroit, began raising can­ 
aries nine years ago. Since she 
has supplied 
about 
150 
homes 
yearly with 
guaranteed 
canary 
“singers.” 
“Canaries are less 
work 
and 
trouble than chickens, Mrs. Klee 
will tell you. “When young they 
are very delicate, but I leave mine 
with the parents until they are 
about a month old. 
Only 
when 
some are lost, and I don’t know 
which nest they belong in, do I 
raise them without 
the 
parent 
birds.” 
Great Companions 
Canaries “can be on their own” 
after two months, but they are not 
out of infancy until about seven 
months old, Mrs. Klee says. P a r a ­ 
keet lovebirds, for 
which 
Mrs. 
Klee has more requests than she 
can fulfill, are able to take care 
of themselves after they 
are 
a 
month old. 
“Birds are 
great 
companions, 
and can occupy a real place in the 
lives of those who 
keep 
them,” 
Mrs. Klee observes. She told us 
about a woman whose parakeet 
died. For two hours, the woman 
cried, then she hopped in her car 
and sped to Wilson 
where 
she 
immediately bought another. 
Interesting 
stories 
from 
the 
many persons who have obtained 
birds irom Mrs. Klee reach her 
ears. Often folks write her, tell­ 
ing ail about the bird’s personality 
and praising the health 
of 
tho 
bird. For awhile she 
kept the 
letters on a bulletin board, but 
soon they took up too much space. 
All Are “Dickie” 
“ A bird properly raised on good 
food, in suitable conditions and 
by 
an 
understanding caretaker, 
wall be a good singer. His sing­ 
ing ability is directly dependent 
upon this,” the farm 
lady will 
generously tell you. 
“The best 
way to find out how 
healthy 
a 
canary is, is to notice how* wary 
and wriggly lie is when you hold 1 
him in your hand. One that feels i 
like a ball of cotton batting miss- j 
cd the road to good health some­ 
where," she says. 
When folks visit 
Mrs. 
Klee, 
many of them ju s t to see how ca- I 
naries are raised, they usually ask 
her what the name of a certain 
bird is. She tells them “Dickie.” 
Of course, she grins, they’re all 
“Dickies” to me, because I don’t 
have time to keep such close tab 
on them. 
There is one

folks want these birds, and are 
not able to train them. Mrs. Klee 
wishes she could do it for them. 
She maintains that it is not dif­ 
ficult, but does require many p a ­ 
tient journeys to the cage. 
Started With Four 
Mrs. Klee keeps most 
of 
her 
birds in the upstairs of her farm 
house. It is equipped with an ul­ 
tra violet light for 
the 
singers, 
many standard electric lights to 
maintain a constant room temper­ 
ature of 65-70 degrees, and row 
on row of sparkling white cages. 
Birds are placed in 
the 
brood 
house in late spring, and are left 
there until the young 
birds 
are 
two months old. The house is fu r­ 
nished with m any small 
nests, 
some bird houses, and several a r ­ 
tificial trees. “Birds seem to be 
hippier in trees than on roosts,” 
she tells you. “ I don’t use swings 
in any of my cages either. They 
do better without them.” 
Mrs. Klee feeds her canaries on 
a special canary mix, lots of d a n ­ 
delions, health grit 
and 
burnt 
gravel. The young ones are fed a 
“baby m ix” of 
pablum, 
whole 
wheat flour and cod liver oil. 
Three females and one singer, 
bought in Eau Claire, Wis., were 
the beginning of the bird busi­ 
ness for Mrs. Klee. The first twro 
years she bought a few* additional 
birds in Chicago. She bought about 
25 in all since her beginning nine 
years ago, anc! lias raised the rest 
herself. 
Losses Very Small 
The bird market is 
good 
now*, 
she remarked. 
However 
when 
m any birds 
are 
imported, 
bird 
growers in the United States have 
a hard time of it, she said. For 
some time, Mrs. Klee has had or­ 
ders for more birds than she can 
supply. She has sold many in New* 
York, and throughout the United 
States. In years when 
she 
had 
surplus songsters, she sold them 
to Oldenwald’s in New York, the 
largest bird growers in the world. 
Her losses over the years have 
been small, her greatest being 75 
young birds at one stroke, when 
she fed them 
some 
“ beautiful 
white sand” gathered on a beach 
which had recently been treated 
with chemicals. 
Each female raises about three 
birds every year. Parakeets, whose 
eggs are a trifle larger than ca­ 
nary eggs, hatch about 12 year­ 
ly. The love birds lay eggs only 
every two days, 
and 
often 
the 
first hatched is 24 days old when 
the last one breaks the shell. 
Mrs Klee is not a die-hard bus­ 


iness woman. She sells her birds 
for much less than 
larger 
bird 
growers do, and guarantees 
each 
singer. To lo this, she puts them 
two by two in her kitchen during 
the summer, and while dinner and 
supper simmer on the cook stove, 
they can prove their 
worth 
by 
thrilling lier with song. 
The Wilson farm lady has come 
a long way with canaries 
since 
she started. Through the many 
bird magazines, she has learned 
scores of things, and when that 
isn’t sufficient 
she 
has 
many 
months experience to draw from. 
She has fun too. 
As we were leaving, Mr. 
Kine 
came to the house with the daily 
supply of fresh milk, and after 
putting it into their 
first 
and 
brand-new refrigerator, said, in 
jest, “Don’t tell too many about 
the canaries. I might miss out on 
her good cooking!” L ater he grin­ 
ned, “Suppose I’ll have to buy the 
Mrs. a new hat, cuz tho old one 
might not fit. any more.”

laughed, 
“You don’t have to. T can buy my 
own.”

About Price Trends?

N ew Rork, (ZP)— If you are con­ 
fused about 
price 
tren d s— som e 
going up w hile others com e dow n 
— and long for th e good old days 
w h en th ey w ere alw ays steady, 
you m ay be su rp rised to learn: 
1. W holesales com m odity prices 
h av e ra rely been stable for m o re 
th a n a few m o n th s at a tim e, in 
the last 15 years. 
2. So far prices this tim e h a v e 
fallen n e ith er as jerk ily no r as 
far as they h av e a fte r o u r o th e r 
w ars. 
3. Som e pro d u cts im portant now 
in the cost of living played little 
or no p art afte r previous w ars, 
w hile some old sta r perfo rm ers 
a re now retire d from th e scene. 
M any believe th a t th e props 
w hich h av e been 
placed 
u n d er 
prices in recent years will p rev e n t 
an y such collapse as followed each 
previous w ar. 
H ow ever, 
if 
w holesale prices 
continue along th e sam e p ath th ey 
took afte r th e first w orld w ar, 
they are du e to go still lower, on 
th e whole, before 
sta rtin g 
lip 
again generally. 
Of course, som e prices h av e a d ­ 
vanced already. C opper and lead 
in recent days h av e regained a 
fraction of earlier losses, and m e ­ 
tal circles ex p ect zinc to follow 
suit soon. T ex tile prices are a lit­ 
tle higher in isolated cases. W h o le­ 
sale food and livestock prices are 
stro n g er now th a n th ey w e re a 
couple of m o n th s ago. 
T he course of w holesale prices 
in A m erica can be traced in the 
d ep a rtm e n t of la b o r’s w holesale 
p rice index, 
w hich 
econom ists 
have stretched back to 1800 by 
using historical data. 


R etail prices show up in the 
d e p a rtm e n t’s co n su m ers’ price in ­ 
dex for m o d e rate-in co m e fa m i­ 
lies in large cities, w hich slide- 
rule ex p erts h a v e been 
able 
to 
push back to 1820. T raditionally, 
retail prices h av e been m uch less 
erratic th an w holesale prices, a c ­ 
cording to a stu d y of the tw o in ­ 
dexes to be pub lish ed by th e n a ­ 
tional in d u stria l conference board. 
T h e board has resta te d th e tw o 
indexes, 
using 
Ja n u a ry , 
1939, 
prices as th e base of IOO and p ro ­ 
jecting th e m b ack to the s ta rt of 
th e last cen tu ry . 
A lthough w holesale prices are 
u sually jerk y , th e y do 
show 
a 
lo n g -tim e d efin ite trend. 
B efore 
1900, the b o ard notes, “th e price 
tren d w as slightly d o w n w ard u n ­ 
d er the influence of an e x p a n d ­ 
ing, d ynam ic econom y.” 
In this ce n tu ry , how ever, the

Railroads linking th e tw o

Powerful In History 


Washington, July 22 FP)—The 
alliance of nations in the North 
Atlantic pact is one of the most 
formidable in history. 
Their estimated present armed 
strength 
totals 
nearly 
600,000 
more than that of the Soviet bloc. 
The figures on m ilitary manpower, 
not counting 
reserves, 
compare 
about like this: 
Atlantic pact countries—5,758,- 
000 
Russia and satellite countries— 
5,171,000. 
In naval power, the 
Atlantic 
pact countries are far ahead. In 
air power, the balance might be 
close in num bers of planes but 
the western powers probably have 
farther-flying and harder-hitting 
bombers. 
(The A-bom b figures 
in here, too.) 
These comparisons are all based 
on official and 
unofficial 
esti­ 
mates; some of the estimates 
in 
the cases of the Soviet countries 
are adm ittedly little more than 
a guess. 
In industrial strength, the A t­ 
lantic pact countries arc far ahead, i 
too. 
They top the Soviet-domin­ 
ated countries four to one in 1950 
steel production goals, over three 
to one in pig iron, two to one in 
coal.
